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Astbury honored by British Institute 



Astbury: Rutherford Medal winner 

Dr. Alan Astbury of UVic’s 
Physics Department is the 1986 
recipient of the prestigious 
Rutherford Medal and Prize 
awarded every two years by 
Britain’s Institute of Physics to 
an outstanding scientist in the 
field of nuclear or particle 
physics. 

Astbury will receive the medal 
and prize “for his many 
contributions to high-energy 
particle physics” in a ceremony 
in London on May 7. 

A native of England, Astbury 
joined the faculty at UVic in 1983 
after playing a key role in the 
research project at CERN, 
Switzerland, that led to the 
discovery of two new subatomic 
particles and a 1984 Nobel prize 
in physics for CERN’s Dr. Carlo 
Rubbia and Simon van der Meer. 
Astbury was deputy director of 
the project which involved 130 
scientists from nine countries. 

He continues his research in 
particle physics as one of 26 UVic 


scientists who travel regularly to 
the TRIUMF particle accelerator 
on the University of British 
Columbia campus to conduct 
research. TRIUMF is a facility 
established by four western 
Canadian universities including 
UVic. 

At the time of Astbury’s 
appointment, Dr. Erich Vogt, 
TRIUMF director, described him 
as “a man of great accomplish¬ 
ments in physics and a leader in 
his field. His is likely the most 
important appointment ever 
made in connection with the 
TRIUMF project.” 

Astbury has become a chief 
proponent for upgrading 
TRIUMF’s facility to a “Kaon 
Factory”, a proposal currently 
being reviewed by a special 
committee of the National 
Research council. Astbury was 
one of 12 scientists who made 
individual presentations at the 
committee’s hearings in 
Vancouver, April 1. 

The proposal to upgrade 
TRIUMF involves using the 
output of the present cyclotron— 
an intense beam of fast-moving 
hydrogen ions—as feedstock for 
two new accelerators called 
synchronotons, which would 
jointly give a sixty-fold energy 
boost to the particles in the beam. 

This would push the speed of 
the particles almost to the speed 
of light and the new beam would 
be powerful enough to create 
enormous quantities of unusual 
short-lived particles known as 
kaons, thus greatly expanding 
the research possibilities at 
TRIUMF. 

The “Kaon Factory” would 
cost $300 million over seven 
years to build and would be the 
only facility of its kind in the 
world. 


Mackie gets Killam Fellowship 


An analysis of four years of grades 
given to undergraduate students at 
UVic reveals a wide disparity in grading 
practices among academic units on 
campus. ‘ 

A report on grading practices and 
scholarships was presented to the 
Senate at the March 5 meeting by Dr. 
Reg Mitchell (Chemistry), chairman of 
the committee on awards, who expres¬ 
sed the hope that “Senate won’t, as 
usual, bury its head in the sand and do 
nothing whenever anything controver¬ 
sial arises”. 

“The committee believes the varia¬ 
tions in grading are too large and that 
this is something the university should 
be concerned about,” said Mitchell. 

The report points out that the percen¬ 
tage of first-class grades in lower level 
courses ranged from 8.1 per cent in His¬ 
tory to 45 per cent in Music. In upper 
level courses,the range is even greater: 
64 per cent for Social and Natural 
Sciences in the Faculty of Education to 
11 per cent for Law. 

In presenting the report, Mitchell said 
he personally did not see how anyone 
could defend a system “where one 
department gives more than 50 per cent 
A grades while another department 
gives only 10 per cent A grades.” 

After some senators expressed 
“shock” at the report, it was sent to the 
committee on academic standards 
which, in conjunction with the deans, 
will study it further, determine if there is 
a need for further action and report back 
to the Senate by September’ 

“The three deans in Arts and Science 
are well aware of the problem,” said Dr. 
Louis Costs (Psychology), Dean of Arts 
and Science. “It is a very complicated 
one and we hope to get more information 
on the issue of grading practices at the 
upcoming conference of western deans.” 

He pointed out that the analysis is for 
the years 1981 through 1984. “We have 


been concerned and the percentage of 
first-class grades in Social and Natural 
Sciences has gone down since then.” 

Prof. Donald Harvey, chairman of the 
Department of Visual Arts, said that it is 
extremely difficult for any department 
which gives higher grades than most in 
the university to change its grading 
practices. “We would appreciate advice 
on this.” 

Within most faculties and academic 
areas there is a considerable variation in 
grading practices. Mitchell said such 
variations meant that some students 
were at an unfair disadvantage when it 
came to the top scholarships. “Accor¬ 
ding to the statistics, students in Politi¬ 
cal Science and Health Information 
Science really don’t have a chance to 
gain a top scholarship because virtually 
no A plus grades are given out in these 
departments.” 

In the Faculty of Human and Social 
Dvelopment the percentage of first-class 
grades ranged from 41.8 per cent in 
Social Work to 22 per cent in Health 
Information Science. 

In Education the percentage ranged 
from 54.1 per cent in Social and Natural 
Sciences to 26 per cent in Physical 
Education. 

In Fine Arts, 51.8 per cent of grades in 
Music were first-class while 25.8 per cent 
of grades in Theatre were first class. 

The percentage of first-class grades in 
the Humanities ranged from 40 per cent 
in Linguistics to 13.1 per cent in English. 
In the Social Sciences, Psychology gave 
the highest percentage of first-class 
grades, 26.1 per cent, while only 12.7 per 
cent of grades in Political Science were 
first class. 

Within the Sciences, Biology gave the 
highest percentage of first-class grades, 
21.5 per cent, while the lowest percen¬ 
tage of first-class grades were given in 
Chemistry, 14.7 per cent. 




Dr. George Mackie (Biology), a neuro¬ 
physiologist known internationally for 
his work on nervous systems, has been 
awarded a Killam Research Fellowship 
to work full-time on his research. 

The Killam fellowships, designed to 
support scholars of exceptional ability, 
provide salary replacement costs and 
fringe benefits. Mackie is one of 19 reci¬ 
pients for 1986, announced in Ottawa in 
February. 

A discovery, revealing a property of 
nerve behavior which had not been 
known to exist, was made recently in a 
joint research project by Mackie and Dr. 
R.W. Meech of the Medical School at 
Bristol University. 

Mackie and Meech discovered a single 
nerve in a jellyfish which can transmit 
two sorts of signals. According to the 
prestigious British scientific journal 


Nature, “this is the first time that two 
types of impulse propagation have been 
reported in a single nerve fibre.” 

In a report in The Times of London, 
the discovery has been hailed as a break¬ 
through which could point researchers 
in new directions. 

Mackie points out that the signifi¬ 
cance of the discovery is not that it is a 
jellyfish that can do it but that nerves 
can independently conduct two sorts of 
messages. “There is no reason why this 
sort of thing shouldn’t be going on in our 
own brains.” 

Mackie, who was elected a Fellow of 
the Royal Society of Canada in 1982, has 
been editor of the Canadian Journal 
of Zoology, one of Canada’s major 
scientific journals, since 1980. 

He is currently in England, on study 
leave.

Society previews new boathouse 


Though it is not yet completed, the new 
rowing facility on Elk Lake is an 
impressive structure that should give 
rowing in Victoria greater public 
prominence and finally provide rowers 
with an excellent place to train. 

The Victoria Rowing Society, made up 
of representatives of UVic, the Victoria 
Cityn Rowing Club and the British 
Columbia Rowing Association, invited 
the media and those who have 
contributed to the fund-raising effort to 
tour the new facility and explained the 
Society’s financial situation, March 27. 

The chalet-like structure, close to the 
Patricia Bay Highway consists of four, 
22-foot-by-80-foot boathouses, one 
washroom facility, a work bay and an 
unfinished second-floor which will 
contain two offices and a meeting room. 
There are also tons of crushed rock and 
sand on which the structure sits. 

As John Ellis, president of the Society, 
points out, this is only phase one of the 
project. Phase two includes a clubhouse 
and total facility to handle all sports 
from rowing to kayaking, canoeing and 
windsurfing. 

Right now the Society has its hands 
full attempting to complete phase one. 
Total cost for phase one is $450,000 and 
the Society has fallent $98,000 short. It 
is continuing its fund-raising efforts. 
Needed are $50,000 to pay off the current 
loan, $15,000 for docks, $8,000 for a 
second washroom, $8,000 for offices and 
$17,000 for crushed rock and concrete 
floors. 

The rowing community in Victoria 
has contributed about 2,000 man-hours 
of voluntary labor to the project. On the 
wet weekend before the media tour, work 
parties made up of 60 men and women 
from the UVic rowing team and 40 more 
volunteers from the Victoria City 
Rowing Club were preparing the 
exterior of the building. 

The federal government has 
contributed substantially to the project 
and this funding has been supplemented 
by grants from the City of Victoria, 
Municipalities of Saanich, Oak Bay and 
Esquimalt, B.C. Lotteries, and UVic and 
donations from private individuals and 
businesses. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
said he was “very proud” that UVic was 
able to participate in the project along 
with many others throughout the 
community. “To me, rowing epitomizes 
all that is best about amateur sports,” he 
said. 

Andrea Schreiner, a former UVic 
rowing star, now president of the 
Victoria City Rowing Club, pointed out 
that both recreational rowing and a 
high school rowing program are 
growing rapidly in Victoria. “Once we’re 
in this new building, they will continue 
to grow,” she predicted. 


Project manager Gordon Hutchison 
said events such as an upcoming Victo¬ 
ria regatta featuring such world-class 
rowing powers as Oxford, Cambridge 
and Harvard and a pending announce¬ 
ment about the establishment of a wes¬ 
tern national rowing training centre in 
Victoria will act as catalysts to complete 
the project. 

“If we can get the same commitments 
over the next two years as we have had 
in the past year, I am sure we can 
complete this entire project, including 
phase two,” said Hutchison. 

“The entire community is going to 
enjoy this lake and benefit from this 
project,” he said. 

Rowing in Victoria has existed since 
before the turn of the century and came 
into its greatest prominence in the 
1970s. UVic and Victoria rowers have 
been spectacularly successful at the 
national and international level. 
National rowing team members in 
Victoria currently include eight women 
and seven men including UVic’s Sarah 
Heywood, Silken Laumann, Barb 
Ambrust, Tanya Phillips, Gill Saxby, 
Andy Corsby, Eric Kovits, Brian 
McMahon, Kevin Neufeld, John 
Ossowski and Don Telfer. 

The UVic Rowing team also has three 
national team coaches on staff 
including head coach Alan Morrow. 


Junior scientists 
show their stuff 

Science projects designed and created by 
about 150 students from Vancouver 
Island will be on display in the 25th 
annual Vancouver Island Regional 
Science Fair, April 12 to 14 on campus. 

The fair in the classroom wing of the 
Elliott Building is free and open to the 
public from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. on April 13 
and from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. on April 14. 

Students from Grades 4 to 12, some 
from as far away as Campbell River, 
have entered projects in the fair this 
year, say organizers Drs. Gerry Poulton 
and Reg Mitchell of the Chemistry 
Department. 

It is the only fair of its kind in B.C. and 
is made possible through time donated 
by high school teachers, UVic faculty 
and members of the public who volun¬ 
teer as judges. 

The judges will examine entries for 
students’ understanding of science and 
scientific methods as well as content 
and presentation. Awards will be pre¬ 
sented at 2 p.m. April 14 with the top 
entrants moving on to the national 
science fair in Calgary in May. 


With the number of national and 
international successes of UVic athletes 
during the past year, it is not surprising 
that the judges encountered difficulties 
in choosing the campus athletes of the 
year for 1985-86. 

The winners were announced March 
18 at the annual Athletics and 
Recreational Services Banquet, held for 
the first time in downtown Victoria. 

There were co-winners of both the 
outstanding male and female athlete 
award. Swimmer Pamela Rai and rower 
Silken Laumann shared the award for 
women while rugby star Mark Wyatt 
and swimmer Jon Kelly were co¬ 
recipients of the men’s award. 

Rai, a 19-year-old, second-year 
Biology student, is a Canadian national 
team member and won three gold 
medals at the Canadian Interuniversity 
Athletic Union (CIAU) championships. 

Laumann, ranked fourth in the world 
in singles rowing, is a 21-year-old, 
second year student in English. She was 
a gold medalist at both the Canadian 
national trials and the Royal Canadian 
Henley. 

Kelly, a 20-year-old student in 
Physical Education, was named male 
athlete of the CIAU national 
championship meet after winning three 
gold medals. 

Wyatt is the only world ranked rugby 
player in Canada and has averaged 100 
points per season, most with his 
amazing kicking talent, in each of his 
four years with the Vikings. Wyatt is a 
fourth-year Education student. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch was 
at the banquet to present the President’s 
Cup to the outstanding male athlete who 
best combines scholastic achievement 
and athletic ability. The 1985-86 winner 
is distance runner Carey Nelson, a silver 
medalist in 5,000 metres at the 1985 
World Student Games in Japan. Nelson, 
a 22-year-old, fourth year Economics 
student;,, was also a double gold 
medalist at the Canada Summer Games. 

Former UVic chancellor, professor 
and administrator, Dr. Robert Wallace 
presented the Robert T. Wallace Shield 
to 18-year-old Brenda Shackleton as the 


Canada’s first national coaching 
institute, aimed at developing coaches of 
international calibre, will begin 
operating at UVic in September. 

The announcement that UVic is the 
site of the first such coaching institute in 
North America was made simul¬ 
taneously on March 26 by federal Sport 
Minister Otto Jelinek in Ottawa and 
provincial Attorney-General Brian 
Smith at UVic.

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
described the establishment of the 
institute at UVic as “the next logical 
step” in referring to the facts that 
Victoria produces a great number of 
athletes for Canadian national team 
and that there are many national team 
coaches located here. 

Petch said UVic’s commitment to 
high performance sport and coaching 
has been demonstrated through its 
collaboration with the national high 
performance centres in rowing, soccer 
and track and field. “In addition, we 
have provided an environment in which 
top university coaches such as Ken 
Shields and sports scientists such as Dr.
